Applicant thanks Examiners Hanan and Look for the courtesies extended to 
Applicant's representatives during the January 10, 2006 personal interview. During the 
interview, Applicant's representatives explained the amendments and arguments presented in 
the December 9, 2005 Amendment and discussed possible supplemental amendments to 
further distinguish the claims from the applied art. In particular. Applicant's representatives 
asserted that neither Wood nor Kostrzewsky teach or suggest a "means for imparting a swirl 
component to cooling air flowing towards the bearing" that comprises at least one vane as 
recited in claim 1. Moreover, neither reference teaches use of both a fixed vane and a rotating 
vane as recited in claim 6. There was some discussion of additional language to further 
distinguish over the art, if upon a detailed consideration the December 9, 2005 Amendment, 
and after consultation with Examiners in the bearing art when conducting updated searching, 
the Examiners feel further amendments are necessary or desirable.
